Mr. Saiiborn hao received per dieui for over 
forty days longer than he has served ; and Mr.

These statistics, taken from the 


records ofthe proceedings of the commissiimers 
show that they have been paying to Proudfit a 
large sum nt money belonging to tbe State, be- 
fore, they had any means of knowing whether 
tho. State would ratify that monstrous contract: 
and they also show that the commissioners and 
superintendent were disposing nf ;the public 
funds, tiud piiyjog themselves for services never 
performed, upon a scale commensurate with the 
dignity of the.&tuto tboy serve, and with the 
magnificence, of the contract they had made. 


The State of Ohio has recently, erected a 


splendid Lunatic Atytum, near Cleveland, of 
which the following:is a description :—" The 
central part is four stories high, 120 feet long, 
and 70 feet wide. The wings extend on either 
side 136 feet, and cross wings So by vM feot, 
built of grey sandstone. 
The .first appropria- 


tion of tlm Legislature was $70,000, which has 
been increased by tho Legislature of 1854 with 
the sum of $47,00, $^,000 of which was for 
furnishing supplies, and' salario»,of officers.''— 
The cost.»if the Asylum building is $i).'j,000.— 
Ohio is but the second or third State in the 
Union in wealth ,-ind population. Her popula- 
tion is about 2,000,01)0. 
If that is n sufficient, 


convenient and splendid institution for the great 
State of Ohio, how far, iu the language of .our 
commissioners, hits Oh'ro " fallen into the rear 
rank of the march of improvement," behind 
Wisconsin, with her population of five hundred 
thouanml; her resources but partially develop 
ed, and her Lunatic Asylum costing nearly bnlf 
u million of dollars. 
The commissioners in 


their report tells us that, in New York, "tbe 
Utica Asylum originally cost f200,000, and 
that until recently it ,has been regarded an a 
model institution, yet the Legislature of New 
York, with a liberality that refuses to deny any 
expenditure that may be necessary to render it 
more perfect as an instrument fur accomplish- 
ing tho btnievolent object of its erection, had 
authorized ah additional expenditure of 975, 
000 tho past season." Whole cost ot'tue New 
York Asylum, capable of accomodating 600 to 
700 patients, $275,000. New York has a popu- 
lation of about 3,000,000,: the richest State in 
the Union.; is older than tbe constitution of tbe 
United States, and has passed even, as a state, 
the three score and ten years al led ted by tbe 
psnluimt as the limit of human life, and yet bow 
ar, in the minds of these Commissioners, has 
New York fallen behind Wisconsin "into the 
rear rank of the March of improvement." Noth- 
ing will answer for Wisconsin with her popula- 
tion only onti-gi.xtti a« large as New York, but 
an asylum modelled after a great national hos- 
pital for the insane, for the army and. navy of 
the District of Columbia, costing nearly half a 
million of dollars. 
Your committee may feel 


with a just prido that but a few year* will 
elapse before the United States government 
will be behind Wisconsin, and will have" fitlon 
into tho rear rank of the inarch of improve- 
ment." 
The commissioners have-told us in 


their report, that tho Wisconsin State Lunatic 
Asylum,whenfutty completed,will accommodate 
from two hundred and fifty to 300 patients, 
and the cost of tho entire structure wilt ba the 
sum of one iinudred sud fifty thousand dollars. 
" But the want* of the insane in this state tn.iy 
not demand the expenditure for that ntnounl 
for many yoars." Yet tha commissioners have 
let tlui contract to,erecttbe whole building,— 
the m;iin building and eight wings of which are 
to be built within two years, at an expunse, as 
proved by unimpeachable witnesses, of over 
three hundred thousand dollars ; and tho other 
wings to be erected when directed by the com- 
uiissloneni, giving one year's time, &c. 
The 


commissioner* uy tbnt the entire cost of the 
building when completed will be one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars, and yet they swear 
before yonr committee that they bad never had 
any estimates made of what the expense would 
be, under the contract. To put a charitable 
construction upon it, we may sny that they are 
deceiving the Legislature and the peoplie by 
guessing and reporting an expense that th«*y 
know nothing about. 
On page 8 of their re- 


port thoy say "tho cost of tbe portion of tbe 
building to be completed witbi§ the year 1855, 
will be $67,743,00.

at eleven o'clock. Whild waiting on Saturday 
morning, I visited the Venerable Dr. Savage, 
and was thown the buildiDg recently completed, 
known as Carroll College. It occupies a com- 
manding and beautiful site, on the elevation to 
the south of the village. It ii a stone edifice, 
furnished with large ipartrnents, adapted to all 
needed instructive purposes, and furnishes fa- 
cilities for a thorough classical and scientific 
education. The bfficers of the College have 
reserved ten or twelve acres around the build- 
ing, n part of which ia a beautiful grove, of Na- 
ture's planting, which must make the location 
a healthful and inviting place for the student. 


There are upward* of 1000 volumes in the li- 


brary, additions to which are being made, to- 
gether with Chemical and Philosophical appa- 
ratus. These, with map* and mathematical 
instruments, give the library room, which is a 
very pleasant one, much the appearance of the 
older established library rooms of Eastern Col- 
leges. From the top of the College building 
we have s magnificent view of the country for 
miles around, and of the village of Waukesha. 
The Preparatory Department is conducted un- 
der the care of the officers of the College, in 
the College edifice, and affords all the facilities 
for the prosecution of academical studies.— 
Two classes have entered upon the College 
coume, one of which will graduate in July, '56. 


Waukeba being a healthy village, at a pleas- 


ant distance from the city, connected with it 
and the country back, by rail road, must make 
this a place of education as inviting as any oth- 
er in the State. We can assure the student 
that be will not find a truer friend or a man bet- 
ter qualified to fit him for the responsible du- 
ties of life, than Dr. Savage, who is the Presi- 
dent of the College.
